This 
Waa a matter of great difficnity, as the 
Church had taken a figonoanerd stand 
against marriage within the prohibited 
degrees, which by sacredotal arrogance 
had been expanded to as far aconnection 
aa the seventh degres, says the London 
Graphio.
